Two fairs of ſpecial note, unto which there is uſually extraoꝛdinary reſoꝛt out of all 
parts of the Kingdom; the one kept in Smithfield and Saint Bartholomews the Gꝛeat, 
near the City of London, called Bartholomew Fair; and the other near Cambridge, called Sturbridge Fair, 
the holding whereof at the uſual times, would in all likelihood be the occaſion of further Danger and

Jnfection to other parts of the Land, which pet, by Gods mercy , ſtandsclear and free; Hath, with the 
Advite of His Pzivie Council, thought good by this open Declaration of His Pleaſure and neceſſary 

' Commandment, not onely to admoniſh and require all His loving Subjects to fozbear to reſo2t fo this 
time to either of the ſaid two Fairs kept in Smithfield oz Saint Bartholomew the Gꝛeat, and at Sturbridge afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, oꝛ within the Liberties of the Univerſity and Town of Cambridge, oꝛ to any other Fairs within Fil 
ty miles of the ſaid City of London; but alſo to enjoyn the Loꝛds of the ſaid Fairs, and others Intereſ⸗ 
ſed in them, o2 any of them, That they all fozbear to hold the ſaid Fairs, o2 any thing appertaining 
to them at the times accuſtomed, oꝛ at any other time, till by Gods goodneſs and mercy the Infection 
of the Plague ſhall ceaſe, oꝛ be ſo much diminiſhed, that His Majeſty (hall give Oꝛder fo2 holding them, 
upon pain of ſuch puniſhment, as foꝛ a Contempt ſo much concerning the univerſal ſafety of His peo- 
- ple, thep ſhall be adjudged to deſerve; which they muſt erpect to be inflicted with all ſeverity. And 
to that purpoſe doth hereby further Charge and Enjoyn under like Penalty, all Citizens and Inha⸗ 
bitants of the ſaid City of London, that none of them ſhall repair to any Fairs held within any part 
of this Kingdom, until it fhall pleaſe God to ceaſe the Infection now reigning amongſt them: His 
Majeſties intention being, and ſo hereby declaring Himſelf, That no Loz of any Fairs, oz others 
Interelled in the P2ofits thereof, ſhall by this neceſſary and tempozary reſtraint receive any pꝛejudite 
in the Bight of his oz their Fairs, o2 Liberties thereunto belonging; Any thing befoze mentioned 


notwithſtanding.
